SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The unlabelled CD-R disc known as CD-R Disc Volume Label "Norp M-V"\s classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

The disc contains 122 separate moving image files, each depicting males aged from 
their mid teens to adults, engaged in sexual activity. 

The publication has been considered under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Seventeen of the files depict boys 
who appear to be aged in their mid teens engaging in sexual activity with each other. 
The presence of these files on the disc mean that the publication tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The New Zeland Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation to 
this publication. The classification of objectionable interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that 
publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed objectionable. The 
Classification Office have been advised that, due to the CD-R format of the disc, 
excisions cannot be made, and are therefore not offered. 
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
